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HOSTILE SHIPS 
SHELL NEWPORT 


Night Atiack Is Made on the 
) ramous Summer Resort 


Iwo Cruisers and Three Battle Shipsy 
Run the Guns of Forts and Hold 
City at Their Mercy—The 
Battle Kaged for an 
Hour. 


Newport, R. I., September §.—T wo cruls- 
ers and three battleships of Admiral Hig- 
ginson’s fleet ran the guns of Forts Adams 
and Wetherill tonight, getting within 
broadside range for all their guns before 
they were picked up by the searchlights 
of the forts. The fact that the Brooklyn 
got to the mouth of the harbor before ‘t 
was picked up by the searchlights is con- 
sidered by naval men here to be a victory 
for the fleet. 

When, afloat and ashore, the cannonad- 
ing was at its height, the scene was one 
of grandeur. The racket woke up New- 
port as it was never aroused before. The 
gunners in the forts, after working’ th: 
big guns for a few minutes, had to desert 
them and quickly manned the secondary 
batteries. The rapid firing guns made as 
great a din as the big ones, and if any- 
thing made the picture a livelier one. 
The five vessels kept in almost under 
Fort Adams until within short range of 
the torpedo station, and then they apn- 
peared to anchor. The firing stopped, 
and it was supposed the great battle was 
ended. In half an hour the ships su‘41- 
denly stéamed out of the harbor in the 
®ame order as coming in, the Brooklyn 
leading. 

Broadside from Forts. 

The ships did not fire a gun. but Fort 
Adams gave them a few broadsides, and 
when the Brooklyn and Olympia were 
abreast of Beaver Tail light Fort Greble 
opened for the first time tonight. The 
fleet escaped, if such was the idea, toward 
Block island. 

During the battle the smaller craft were 
in squadron formation to seaward and dil 
not attempt to enter the harbor. The 
Puritan and Indiana were not seen. 

As there was not time for communica- 
tion between the shore and the ships th: 
maneuver of the fleet was mystifying. 
The'army claims that not only would its 
guns have swept the ships, but its mines 
would have wrecked some of them in the 
narrow channel, so the escape would have 
been impossible for any that reached the. 
harbor. ide 

Nearly the entire fleet. under Rear Ad- 
mitral Higginson’s command made a dem- 
onstration this afternoon against the 
army defenses on Narragasett Bay, but 
aid not attempt to come into close quar- 
ters with anv of the forts. A landing 
was effected, however, at Price’s Neck, 
where the searchlight and range station 
on which the mortars at Fort Adams 
are sighted and fired, were put out of ac- 
tion for an hour. \During that time the 
battleships Kearsarge and Alabama en- 
gaged Fort Wetherill, the crulsers Olym- 
pia and Brooklyn hammered Fort Greble 
in the west channel, while the battleships 
Masse2zchusetts and Indiana and the Moni- 
tor Puritan destroyed a signal station at 
the entrance of Seakonet river. After 
two hours of fighting the fleet drew off 
shore. 

The main point of the afternoon attack 
was at Price's Neck, the object being to 
put that station out of action before 
the mortar batteries could be fired more 
than once or twice. This would give the 
larger vessels a chance to come up and 
engage the regular batteries. 

Task a Hard One. 

The task was a hard one in any case, 
bili today it was doubly so, for the air 
was like crystal and the movement of 
the fleet could be watched at a great dis- 
tance off shore. But, under the rules, Ad- 
mira} Higginson was obliged to engage 
the Narragansett Bay forts just as earn- 
estly as he had those in Long Island 
Sound and at New Bedford. The blue 
jackets held Price’s Neck for one hour and 
then returned on board the Montgomery. 

The training ship Newport, with a party 
of congressmen on board, was in the 
thick of the fight, but took no part. 

The fleet was ai the forenoon as- 
sembling about 8 miles north of Block 
island and when all the vessels had ar- 
rived there was a council of war on 
board the flagship. .About 2 o'clock the 
ten largest vessels of the fleet separated 
into four squadrons and leaving the tugs 
out to sea, the attack was begun. The 
movement was spectacular and was wit- 
nessed by a large number of the social 
colony of Newport as well as those at 


Narragansett Pier. 

The gunboat Peoria came in today un- 
der a flag of truce, and an officer from 
Fort Adams boarded her. It was sald 
afterwards that the Peoria came in to 
pick up counter mines placed last night, 
as they were a danger to navigation. 
At army headquarters the placing of 
ecunter mines is declared to have been 
an unnecessary move, as no mines had 
been placgd in that particular locality. 

The ‘battle’ tonight is considered by 
unofficial observers here to be a decided 
victory for the navy. The chief point 
is that the Brooklyn was able to reach, 
the mouth of the harbor before it was 
picked up by a fort searchlight. It is 
said, with the fleet within such close 
range, that it had the two forts at its 
mercy, and to emphasize this fact it Is 
pointed out that the gunners on Fort 
Adams were obliged to desert their big 
guns within a few minutes after tiie | 
battle opened. 

War Balloon on Rampage. 

Point Judith, R. lL. September 5.— 
While the war balloon was being re- 
moved from its hiding place, inland, to 
the station at the point today, a gust 
‘>of wind struck the partially filled bag 
dnd, swept it across fields and stone 
walls. The men who were in charge 
were dragged unceremoniously in its 
wake and ‘a halt came only after a 
great hole had been torn in the canvas,

/ROOSEVELT SPEEDS 


_ TO THE SOUTHLAND 


President Leaves Washington for His Visit to Chat- 
tanooga and Other Points-=He Is Still Looking 
a Little Disfigured. 


Washington, September 5.—Smilingly 
bowing in acknowledgment of the en- 
thusiastic and prolonged cheering of an 
assemblage that fairly crowded the Balti- 
more and Ohio station here, President 
Roosevelt tonight began his southern tour 
with Chattanooga, Tenn., as the objective 
point. 

The president was in the city exactly 
one hour and twenty minutes. He arrived 
over the Pennsylvania road at 6:12 o'clock 
this evening on a special train of two 
cars made up at Philadelphia this after- 
noon during the stop there en route from 
Oyster Bay. Secretary of'the Interior 
Hitchcock, Chief Wilkie, of the secret 
service; Assistant Secretary to the Presi- 
dent Barnes and a number of other of- 
fictals and white house attaches met him 
at the station. The president. appeared a 
little disfigured: as a result of the Pitts- 
field accident, but apparently had quite 
recovered from the shock. He stopped 


to shake hands with those who pressed 


about him to congratulate him on his 
escape. ‘‘Poor Craig,’’ he frequently re- 
peated in expressing his thanks to his 
well-wishers. 

Through Cordon of Police. 

Through a cordon of police the presi- 
dent was escorted to carriages in waiting 
and was quickly driven to the Baltimore 
and Ohio station. Secretary Hitchcock, 
Commander Cowles, the president's 
brother in law and Secretary Cortelyou 
rode in the carriage with him. 

The speciai train of seven handsomely 
equipped coaches was in readiness and 
the president immediately entered his 
car, merely lifting his hat in response 
to the greeting from the cfowd. He spent 
most of the time before his departure in 
ccnversation with Civil Service Commis- 
sioner Garfield, and with others who en- 
tered the car to meet him. 

To a number he described the accident 
at Pittsfield. He said it was not the first 
time he had had so providential an escape 
and referred to an accident in the battle 
of San Juan, when gun shots struck down 
two men close beside him. The president 
told the Pittsfield story to the group in 
the car with feeling and emphasized it 
with gestures. He said he felt in normal 
condition again. 

The train was just two minutes late 
when it pulled out of the Baltimore and 
Ohio station at 7:32. 
Pullman Conductor W. M. Johnson, who 
has been assigned to the presidential spe- 
cials for a long time past. The personnel 


wf the president's party is the same as 


that on his New England trip, except for 
the addition of B. Hege, the general agent 
of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, and 
Colonel Iu 8. Brown, the general agent 
of the Southern railway.. The president 
took dinner om the train shortly after his 
departure, — 
Trip Will Be Hurried. 

The Southern trip will be a somewhat 
hurried one, and no stops will be made 
at points other than’ those announced in 
the itinerary already published, namely, 
Wheeling, W. Va.; Chattanooga, Tenn.; 
Knoxville, Tenn., and Asheville, N. C. 
The immediate object of the president is 
to attend tHe convention of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen, in whose 
work he always has shown a deep in- 
terest. ‘ 

The train will reach Wheeling tomorrow 
morning at 8:30 o'clock, and will arrive 
at Chattanooga the same hour Sunday 
morning. , 

Sunday will be spent -at Chattanooga 
quietly and without public programme. 
The party will visit the battle grounds 
during the day and the president will at- 
tend church in the evening. He will at- 
tend the firemen’s convention Monday 
morning. . | a 

The president and party will reach 
Washington on the return trip over the 
Southern railway at 6:30 o’clock on the 
morning of September 10 and will leave 
half an hour later in a private car at- 
tached to a regular train over the Penn- 
syilvania railroad for Jersey City, en route 
to Oyster Bay.

Chief of Police Murphy, of Jer- 
sey City, and forty uniformed men, be- 
sides a score of detectives, were'on duty 
at the ferry house and railroad station, 
and a careful guard was kept over the 
president until his train departed, 

:| Before boarding the train Mr. Roosevelt 
shook hands with the station ma&sr. In 
response to the latter's inquiries, the pres- 
ident said he was feeling quite well. Sec- 
retary Cortelyou said he was feeling fairly 
well and had about recovered from the 
effects of Wednesday's accident.

Oyster Bay, L. I., September 5.—Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt and Kermit 
Roosevelt left Oyster Bay for Jersey City 
this morning on the Syliph.

Gun Goes Off Accidentally

Redfield, S. Dak., September 5.—(Spée- 
cial.)\—The pleasure of the hunting party 
of Northwestern railway officials, of 
which Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., is a mem- 
ber, came near being marred by a se- 
rious accident yesterday.

Fortunate- 
ly nonevof the shot penetrated the skin 
and the affair did not interrupt the hunt- 
ing.

Philadelphia, September 5,—-The Recoré 
tomorrow will print an interview on the 
coal strike with President Roosevelt, who 


passed through this city today on his 
way to Washington, The president is 
quoted as follows: 

“IT am grieved beyond measure at the 
difficulty in Pennsylvania and other coal 
prorlucing states over the wage and Kin- 
dred questions.” 

“What remedy is at hand”’” he was ask- 
ed. 

“There is a remédy,”’ 
dent. 

“Do you mean that the government of 
the United States can interfere, other 
than a law preserving body’?’’ 

“No,” replied the pres‘dent, emphatical- 
ly. 

“What can be done?’ 
ed. 

“I would refer you to the men at the 
head of the republican. party who are 
in control of affairs in Pernsylvania. I 
am sure that their conservative opinion 
of the difficulties rampant will ultimate- 
ly result in an amicable settlement of 
this great: question. Of course, politics 
does not enter into the mining problem, 
vet I sincerely hope that the republican 
principles, which are framed alike for 
high and low, will level the problem to an 
equity.” 

RIOT AND MOB VIOLENCE 
IN ANTHRACITE REGION 

Harrisburg, Pa., September 5.—The fol- 
lowing general order was issuéd this af- 
ternoon from heasiquarters of the nation- 
al guard of Pennsylvania: 

“The sheriff of Carbon cdinty having 
advised the governor of his inability to 
preserve order and to protect Ife and 
property, and the governor being satis- 
fied, upon investigation, that tumult, riot 
and mob viotence does exist, the major 
general commanding the division, nation- 
al guard of Pennsylvania, will make 
such disposition of the troops now on 
duty in Schuylkill county, or will place 
such additional troops on duty as in his 
judgment is necessary to properly assist 
the sheriff of Carbon’ county in restoring 
and maintaining peace and order.’ 

The non-union men in'the Panther Creek 
valley again went to work today without 
an escort. Major Gearhart, in command 
of the troops, divs ttfat so long as the 
strikers do not interfere with the non- 
union men_ he will not send any of his 
soldiers out on patrol duty. 

TWENTY THOUSAND MEN 

STILL OUT IN VIRGINIA 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., September i.—T. L 
Lewis, vice president of the United Mine 
Workers, arrived here tonight from Vir- 
gZinia and had a conference with Presi- 
dent Mitchell. He will return south to- 
morrow. Mr. Mitchell said Mr. Lewis’ 
visit was with reference to the strike in 
Virginia. “ 

President Mitchell says 700 men are af- 
fected by the settlement og the strike in 
the Pocahontas region. They were grant- 
ed a semi-monthly pay day, which the 
chief officer of the United Mine Workers 
thinks is a very important concession. 
About 20,000 miners are still out in the 
Kanawha, New River and Fairmont dis- 
tricts. 

So far aa the anthracite region is con- 
cerned, President Mitchell says there is 
no change in the situation. The district 
Officers continue to report that the 
strikers are remaining firm. At the offi- 
ces of the coal companies it is claimed 
that the numb@i{of applicants for work 
is increasing every day, and that the 
output from the washeries and mines in 
operation this week will be the largest 
since the strike began.

OIL AS FUFL FOR STAMERS. 


Report Made to Navy Department by 
Lieutenant Winchell. 
Washington, September i.—The report 
of Lédeutenant Ward Winchell, United 
States navy, the expert detalied by the 
navy department to observe the instalia- 
tion and efficiency of tRe of] fuel sys- 
tem as fitted to the Oceanic Steamship 
Company’s Mariposa, nas been received 
at the navy department. The report con- 
tains matters of great value’ to the ship- 

ping and naval world. 

The report says the M@riposa’s gross 
displacement was 3,160 tons and her aver- 
age horsepower with oil about 2,481, giving 
her a daily average of 354 knots and a 
mean speed of 13.58, with 278 barrels’ of 
oil per day. This was 50 per cent less in 
weight than would be requ:rel of c al, 
for 1 1-2 puunds of oil sufficed to produce 
a horsepower. An important advantage 
in the oil fuel was the reduction of the 
engine room force from thirty-six to 
twenty men. 

The ship used only twelve of her eight- 
een furnaces, burning crude oll in two 
burners in each furnace by means of an 
air compressor of a capacity of 1,000 cubic 
feet pg minute at 30 pounds’ pressure, 
All of the burners were not used except 
at short intervals.

IN ALL MINERALS 


By David A. Ruffman. 
Ta Yakutsk territory is rich in gold, 


silver ore, iron, léad, graphite, coal, 

and soda, but the statistics of the 
explorations and workings of that terri- 
tory are very. meager. The gold mining 1s 
chiefly carried on along the rivers Vitim 
and Olekma and their tributaries. In 
1899 there were 91 claims in work, while 
in 1898 there were 108; the yield of gold 
(placer) was 560 poods, or 294,000 ounces, 
less 
than in 1898. 

The mineral wealth of the Amur terri- 
tory (eastern Siberia) is of a various 
character; there is alluvial and quartz 
gold, silver-lead ore, iron, coal, marble, 
white and green clay, amethysts, and 
other minerals. With regard to exact 
details of all these minerals, except gold, 
there is not much to be said at present. 
for very little has been done yet by either 
private individuals or the government in 
the way of explorations. One cannot 
help remarking that the mining industry 
of the Amur territory suffers not only 
from the lack of capital and energetic 
prospecting, but also from the scarcity 
of technical men. 

Iron and Coal. 

Coal of very good quality has been 
found along the Amur river, between the 
river Aldai and the post station Tcher- 


-niaieévo, also along the Zeya and Bureya 


rivers, tributaries of the Amur, but so 
far nobody has begun to work these 
mines; perhaps because wood is so cheap. 
Near the source of the Zeya, silver lead 
ore is deposited, while along the Amur 
(near the station Ermakova) beautiful 
gray and white marble has been found. 
Good authorities have calculated that 
there are some twenty million poods of 
iron in- the Samara valley alone (Amur 
territory), not to speak of the rich coai 
beds near Nikolaievsk, in the gulf of 8t¢ 
Olga and the gulf of St. Viadimir, where, 
however, nobody has yet done anything 
to Open up that industry. Only gold seems 
to attract attention, Which is proved by 
the fact that, since 1868, when gold mining 
Was commenced in the Amur territory, 
the industry has grown to such an extent 
in that country that it ranks’ second 
among all gold-producing territories of 
the Russian empire.. Between 1868 and 
1892 the Amur territory produced more 
than 6,500 poods, or 3,412,500 ounges of 
gold, and for the years 1896, I897 and 1898 
or 605,850 ounces. The mines 


“The Republic of Zheltuga.”’ 

In former years the richness of the 
Amur territory in gold, the absence of 
railways, the impenetrability of the Amyr 
forests, and the presence of a very lim- 
ited number of officials and authorities 
there naturally made the country very at- 
ramblers § ‘and 
rovers, who occupied themselves in ra- 
paciously- working the gold mines. These 
im. Siberia ‘‘chishniki’’ 
(ravishers or robbers), but they object 
to this title, and style themselves as 
“volnyie starateli’’ (free endeavorers). 
It can easily be understood how the 
mines were worked by these ‘‘free en- 
deavorers;’’ needless to say that they 


-only picked out the best spots and rich- 


est gravels, leaving behind tailings that 


-could be worked to great advantage by 


proper management. . These ‘‘free endeav- 
orers’’ very often worked in parties of 
seven or fourteen men, but sometimes 
their number would inerease to such an 
extent that they formed a whole company, 
more or less organized, on the basis of 
“rules’’ and ‘“‘st'atutes’’ drawn up by them- 
selves. One of these national companies, 
under the so-called title of Republic of 
Zheltuga, was the most daring under- 
taking in the ‘history of Siberian gold 
mining. .This company of ‘‘free endeav- 
orers’’ got hold of some very rich gold 
claims on the Zheltuga, a tributary of the 
Amur, on the right bank, belonging to 
China. This company consisted of subB- 
jects without a piassport—convicts who 
had escaped from prison, exiles of all 
ranks, and Chinamen. Among the exiles 
were people who formerly held positions 
of importance, but here they worked 
shoulder to shoulder with an escaped 
convict or a yellow Chinaman-coolie. All 
told, they numbered 4,000 men and divided 
the company into three sections, one con- 
sisting of escaped convicts, the second 
of free exiles, and the third of Chinamen, 
each section was managed by a “secre- 
tary,” and-all- were under the chief ad- 
ministration of a ‘‘president.”’ Their 
statutes were short, but severe. In 1885, 
for instance, those who had a word in 
the- matter sentenced five escaped con- 
victs—members of the company—to be 
hanged for killing a party of explorers; 
only two were executed, while the other 
three were pardoned, but they were to 
The more 
republic, 
to re- 
duce the sentence to 500 strokes, which 
request was complied with; but the fate 
of the guilty ‘‘gentlemen” is not known. 
Very likely they died, for after the 


‘citizens’ of the

And Its End. 
During two years of existence the re- 


f public of Zheltuga got 500 poods, or 262,- 


500 ounces, of gold, of which they had 
nothing left at the end of that term, nor 
kas one of the members of that company 
improved his position, for the simple rea- 
son that the money (in gold) was given 
to those who sold victuals at the mines. 
The prices were enormous: Fur biscuits, 
for instance, 18 roubles (£1.16s.) per poow 
(46 pounds) were paid. If the republic had 
had the chance perhaps it would have reg- 
ujated affairs later on, the same as they 
did in former days in Caliiornia and Aus- 
tralia, where the gold mining was in the 
hands of convicts and adventurers. Nevy- 
ertheless both in Califoinia and Austra- 
lia things took a favorable turn, and in 


‘the eni there was glory for everybody; 


but in “Siberian California’’ it was differ- 
ent. The Chinese goverrment, on find- 
ing out that a company of rovers was 
working on its’ territory, without any 
r‘ght or permission, simply sent an army 
with instructions to destroy the republic 
of Zheltuga, which@rders were promptly 
executed, and so an end was made to 
that company of “‘ficee endeavorers.’ 


' A Model Mining Camp. 


Several! years after the Zheltuga repub- 
lic, a rew rich fird was made by the 

“chisniki’’ on the river Gilljui, tributary 
of the Zeya, where some rich gold was 
discovered and quickly 4 new company of 
‘free endeavorers’’ was formed in 1896 for 
working the elaims, which they christen- 
ec by the narte of Free Creek. The wark- 
ings and results developed daily on Free 
Creek, and to sucn an extent that they 
established there hctels, markets, shops.

Virchow’s great work on cellular path- 
Ology laid the foundation for a new 
science. In his own language the basis 
of this work is “Man is a cell state, in 
which every cell represents citizenship, 
the tissues, the muscles and bones repre-

ls merely a conflict in® this state between 
the citizens, who should work together.” 


Virchow’s Universal Interests. 

Like all great geniuses, Virchow has 
G@lways taken a great interest in affairs 
and matters of the wor'd outside of his 
own science. For many years he was the 
president of the Berlin Anthropological 
Society. He was the first one to approve 
the excavations made by Schliemann at 
Hisslarick, Greece, and personally visited 
the place to study the matter. Virchow’s 
-versatility is well illustrated by the fol- 
lowing: A traveler, visiting the temple 
of Isis at Hilae, Egypt, met an old Arab. 
While conversing with him he was told 
by the latter that only a few days before 
he had escorted a gentleman who was 
able to read the hieroglyphics. The Arab 
took some visiting cards out of his bur- 
nousé, and as he was unable to read had 
marked the one belonging to the versatile 
visitor. On the card were the words, 
“Rudolph  Virchow.’’ Among numerous 
other subjects, Virchow was always 
greatly interested in cremation. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that in time of great 
epidemics cremation is an absolute ne- 
cessity, as heat is most effective in de- 
stroying infectious germs. He believed 
in the establishment of crematories for 
cities. as cemeteries are a great menace 
to the health of communities. 
Virchow’s Opposition to Haecket and 
: : Koch. 

Virchow has been severely criticised 
for his opposition to the theories of 
Haéckel and Koch, but future science 
wili have to demonstrate how far he was 
right in his opposition.

Of Koch he said, after the former had 
proclaimed the fact at the London t 
culosis ‘congress that the disease w 
trapsmittable from animals to human 
beings: “‘Koch is not Rome, an 
not as yet proved his conclusio 
ent events seem ‘tod prove tha 
as Koch’s theory is concerned/ Virchow 
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is not so entirely wrong in his opinion. 
Virchow, unlike many other scientific 
men of the Berlin university, never ob- 
sequiously bowed before the _ present 
kaiser. On the contrary, as a member of 
the reichstag, he was one of those who 
refused to vote for an increase of the 
kaiser's civil list. In justice to the kaiser 


it must be said that in spite of this fact, 


the former several times has paid tribute 
to Germany’s great scientist. ‘The kaiser 
bestowed on him the gold medal for 
achievements in scienc2 and also the 
high order of Pour le Merite. What is 
more, when Wirchow celebrated his jubi- 
lee his majesty sa.d in his message of 
congratulation: ‘You engraved your 
rame forever on the tablet of medicine, 
and your fame has gone beyond the 
German fatherland.”’ 
Virchow’s Reputation Abroad. 

As Virchow's books have been trans- 
lated into all languages, and as thou- 
sands from all parts of the world have 
sat at his feet, it is but natura] that he 
is known by every man of medicine. 
When Virchouw was in England in 1898, 
the fereinost medical authorities of Lon- 
don gave him a banquet at the Hotel 
Metropole. Lord Lister, presiding, ad- 
dressed Virchow as our beloved master, 
the father of pathology. 

Virchow became first known in Amer- 
{ca by Frank Crane’s translation of his 
great work on cellular patholozy, pub- 
lished in over seven editions. Virchow 
also became.very popular by his friend- 
ly praise of our sanitary achievements 
during the civil war. When asked at his 


“jubilee if he ever would comé to America, 


he ftaughingly answered, “When I am 
90.”’

Suffrage Resolution Adopted 
by the Trades Union Con- 
gress at London. 


———— 


London, September 6.—The Trades 
Union «congress at its session . today 
passed ‘a resolution introduced by the 
general ‘inion of Weavers’ Union to the 
effect thet the time had now arrived when 
in the economic interests of women the 
franchise stHould be extended to them 
on the same terms as it is or may be to 
men. 

A naturalization resolution, presented 
by the Manchester Jewish Tailors’ Union, 
was adopted. It asks for a reduction of 


the naturalization fee so that it may be. 


within the reach of every workman who 
has been a member of the Trades Unton 
for a period of five years and with the 
approval of such a trades union he may 
apply for naturalization. 

The congress also adopted a motion 
favoring the payment of members- of 
parliament in order to allow all sections 
of the community to be adequately repre- 
sented in the house of commons. It was 
also voted that the parliamentary com- 
mittee be instructed to introduce a Dill 
in the house of commons to prevent any 
children under 15 years of age being 
employed in any textile or non-textile 
factories. 

The Cigar Makers’ Mutual Association 
introduced a resolution aimed against 
“eapitalistic combines,”’ which was unan- 
fmously adopted. It was recorded as fol- 
lows: 

‘That in the opinion of this congress 
the growth of gigantic capitalistic trusts, 
with their enormous power of controlling 
production, is injurious to the advance- 
ment of the working classes, as by such 
combination the prices of commodities 
are raised, the standard comfort of the 
people can be reduced, the workmen's 
freedom endangered and national pros- 
perity menaced.”

Appointment of Farley To 
Succeed Corrigan Con-

Rome, Septemter 5.—The pope has con- 
firmed the appointment of the Right Rev. 
John M. Farley, the auxiliary bishop of 
New York, as archbishop of New York 
in succession to the late Archbishop 
Corrigan, and the Right Rev. Geerge 
Montgomery, bishop of Los’ Angeles, 
Cal., as coadjutor of the Most Rev. Pat- 
rick William Riordan, archbishop of San 
Francisco, the latter with the right of 
succession. 

Archbishop Riordan is expected to reach 
Rome shortly, both the pope and the pa- 
pal secretary of state, Cardinal Ram- 
polla, desiring verbal information regard- 
ing the Pius fund question now before 
the international court of arbitration at 
The Hague. 

Monsignor Veccia, secretary of the

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Castries, Island of St. Lucia, B. W. L., 
September 5.—The report brought by the 
royal mail steamer Yare, which arrived 
here yesterday evening from Martinique, 
of the loss of two thousand lives through 
the recent outbreak of Mont Pélee re- 
ferred to the deaths since August 20 and 
not to the loss of life resulting from 
the reported outbreak of Wednesday, 
September 3. 

The eruption of Mont Pelee on Sep- 
tember 3°was not remarkable, but there 
was a terrific explosion from the Sou- 
friere, on the island of St. Vincent, Sep- 
tember 3. The captain of the steamer 
Savan, now here, confirming the report 
cabled to the Associated Press Jast night 
that she ran into dense clouds of dust 
when 20 miles southwest of St. Vincent 
at 2 o'clock in the morning of Wednes- 
day, adds that absolute darkness pre- 
vailed soon afterwards, and that he 
changed his course te due west in order 
to escape the ashes which were falling 
thick. The first officér could not see 
the captain 2 feet away and only knew 
him by his yoice. They did not see the 
Sun until about 10 a. m. the same day. 

The steamer Yare further reports that 
several more valuable plantations were 
destroyed at the time of the recent out- 
break in addition to the townships re- 
ferred to in previous dispatches, and 
adds that the anxiety and dejection of 


the surviving pcpulation is general. 


Nearly Million People in Peri). 

Chicago, September §.—“I am seriously 
‘alarmed at the news of the renewed ac- 
tivity of the Martinique and: St. Vin- 
cent volcances,’’ said Louis H. Ayme, 
United States consul at Guadeloupe, who 
is in Chicago on sick leave. “Should 
Mont Pelee blow its head off the loss 
of life consequent upon the production 
of a great tidal wave would be appall- 
ing. With Pelee as a center, a chain of 
islands extends northward, embracing 
a population of some 750,000 persons. .Al- 
most without exception the cities and 
villages are situated along the coasts and 
but slightly elevated above the sea. A 
tidal wave 40 feet high probably would 
destroy a half million lives before it 
dashed against the shores of Porto Ricv 
with its million inhabitants. 

“There is also apparently grave danger 
that other long extinct volcanoes may 
break out. The great Soufriere of 
Guadeioupe has been active for centuries, 
discharging a vast voiume of sulphur 
charged steam from the’ old ‘summit 
crater. This may have acted as a gort 
of safety valve, but if, as reports seem 
to indicate, the seismic forces are in- 
creasing in. intensity, this volcano and 
others along the line of seismic weakness 
marked by the inland chain may soon 
be rivaling Pelee, 

“The people of these islands are in a 
hard situation. Their communication 
with the outer world depends chiefly on 
a single line of steamers which call at 
intervals of from ten days to two weéks 
at some of the islands when freight of- 
fers. The whole fleet of this line could 
not carry 3,000 persons, 

“While the great bulk of the popula- 
tion of thege islands igs made up of blacks 
and mulattoes, there are many thou- 
sand whites living there, chivfly creoles, 
but not a few Americans are established 
in or visiting the islands. on business. 
The island Of Martinique seems to be 
doomed. It will not be possible to per- 
suade its people to remain there if they 
can get away. Guadeloupe, where my 
consulate is situated, Is in even worse 
predicament. It is staggering under a 
tremendous debt which it cannot pay, its 
cane plantations are being abandoned 
and its business men retiring. It is the 
natural refuge of the fleeing-people of 
Martinique and will have tnese terrified 
and starving thousands thrown upon its 
already inadequate fresources. 

“What immediate sources of relief we 
cculd take it would be difficult to say, 
but probably two or three of our war 
vessels with scientific observers should 
be promptly dispatched to the spot.’’ 


BOERS MEET CHAMBERLAIN. 


Botha, DeWet and Delarey Confer 
with the Secretary. 

London, September 5.—The conference 
between the Boer generals, Botha, DeWet 
and Delarey,and Colonial Secretary Cham 
berlain was held today at Downing 
street. The generals were escorted to the 
colonial office by an official of that de- 
partment of the government and drove 
there in an open carriage. They received 
a heaftty welcome from the considerable 
crowds assembled at either end of the 
route. The Boers wore immaculate frock 
coats and silk hats and repeatedly doffed 
the latter in response to the cheers. 

Just prior to the generals’ departure 
from their hotel Abraham Fisher, the 
Boer delegate, had a conference with 
them. 

Lord Onslow, under secretary of state 
for the colonies, participated in the con- 


ference. 
The length of the colonial office con- 


ference is said to have not been due to 
the conversational charact@ér of the pro- 
ceedings, but as the Boers spoke in 
Dutch considerable time was occupied in 
interpreting their remarks. Mr. Chamber- 
lain has authorized the announcement 
that the proceedings wil] be published 
later in a blue book. 

The faces of the generals as they drove 
back to their hotel gave no hint as to 
whether they had derived satisfaction or 
otherwise from the cdnference. They 
conversed tugether volubly, occasionally 
raising their hats in response to cheers. 
Reporters were refused all information. 


ANOTHER FLOATING PALACE 


Has Been Ordered Constructed by 
White Star Line. 

London. September 5.—The White Star 
line has ordered another stéamer to be 
built by Harland & Wolff, of Belfast, 
which is to be W feet longer and a few 
feet wider than the same company’s 
steamer, Cedric, now the largest liner in 
t= world. 

The steamer Cedric of 21,000 tons was 
launched at Harland & Wolff's yards, Bel- 
fast, on August 21 last. She is 700 feet 
long, has 75 feet beam and a depth of 
49.13 feet. Her carrying capacity is 18,400 
tons and she has accommodation for 3,000 
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troops of General Alexis Nord, war min- 
ister of the provisional government, were 
defeated yesterday and the day’ before 
near Limbe.

The troops of the provisional govern- 
ment are demoralized. 

Work of the Machias. 

Washington, September 5.—The navy de- 
partment has*received from Commander 
McCrea, of the Machias, a mail report 
under date of Cape Haitien, August 16, 
setting out in detail the steps taken by 
that officer to prevent interference with 
the world’s commerce as a result of the 
bitter insurrectionary struggle now in 
progress in Haitien waters. Commander 
McCrea was, from the nature of the case, 
obliged to act without opportunity to 
consult the navy or state departments, 
but it is stated that his vigorous and ef- 
fective measures are thoroughly approv- 
ed. It appears from the commander's 
report that he took ugder his charge the 
commerce of nearly all the European 
countries in addition to that of his own. 

His attitude to Admiral Killick, the in- 
surgent commander, as revealed in the 
report, is significant as indicating the 
adoption of a stronger policy than has 
been pursued heretofore in the treatment 
of South American and Central Ameri- 


can revolutions, which injuriously affect 


the commerce of the world. 
German Steamer Seized. 

Berlin, September 5.—An official dis- 
patch was received here from Port-au- 
Prince, Haiti, yesterday, confirming the 
Associated Press dispatch of September 
3 from Cape Haitien, announcing that the 
Haitien revolutionary gunboat Crete-a- 
Pierrot stopped the German steamer 
Markomannia September 2 at the entrance 
of the harbor of Cape Haitien, sent an 
armed force on board of her and took 
possession of her war. munitions belong- 
ing to the provisional government of 
Haiti, and adding that the captain of the 
Crete-a-Pierrot subsequently released the 
steamer. 

The representatives of the various pow- 
ers here are unanimously Of the opinion 
that the Crete-a-Pierret cannot be regard- 
ed as a warship of a belligerent state and 
that the search of the German ship and 
the confiscation of the arms and ammuni- 
tion on board of her was nothing but an 
act of piracy. 


MARCONIGRAMS ARE FLYING 


From en Italian Cruiser to Station in 
Cornwall. 

Rome, September 5.—King Victor Em- 
manuel has ordered that the Italian ar- 
mored cruiser Carlo Alberto, on board of 
which wireless experiments have been 
proceeding for some time, be placed at 
the further disposal of Signor William 
Marconi for experiments between Europe 
and America. 

London, September 5.—It is reported 
here that a regular exchange of ‘‘Mar- 
conigrams” is proceeding directly across 
Spain between the Malian war ships Car- 
lo Alberto, which is at Cadiz, Spain, and 
the wireless telegraph station at Poldhu, 
Cornwall, and that it is anticipated that 
a commercial line between Italy and 
England soon will be in operation. 


Water Cure Glenn Restored. 

Manila, September 5.—Major Edward F. 
Glenn, of the Fifth infantry, who was 
tried by court martial for administering 
the water,cure to natives, found guilty 
and sentenced to be suspended for one 
month and to forfeit $50 of his pay, has 
been restored to duty and ordered to re- 
turn to his command at Bayambang, 
Luzon.

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Manila, September 5.—Rios, a fanatical 
leader of the irreconcilable natives in the 
province of Tayabas, Luzon, attacked the 
town of Laguimanoc September 3 at the 
head of thirty riflemen and 150 men armed 
with bolos. The band wantonly killed 
two women and one girl, and wounded 
several other persons. 

A detachment of native constabulary 
arrived unexpectedly at Laguimanoc 
while Rios’ men were still there. They 
attacked and routed the bandits, kill- 
ing several of Rios’ followers, and have 
rounded up 700 men, many of whom are 
suspected of complicity in the attack on 
Laguimanoc. The guilty ones among -the 
700 men will be picked out and the re- 
mainder set at liberty. 

One of Rios’ lieutenants who was cap- 
tured said Rios was a direct descendant 
of God, and that it was beyond the 
power of man to injure him. 

The corstabulary also have captured 
one of Rios’ mountain strongholds. Four 
detachments of constabulary are now fol- 
lowing the main band of the outlaws. 


PLACED CONSCIENCE OVER ALL. 


French Colonel Sentenced for Refus- 
ing To Close Schools. 
Nientes, France, September 5.—A court- 
martial today sentenceg Lieutenant Col- 
onel St. Marc, who on August 2 refused 
to assist in closing the unauthorized 

schools, to one day’s imprisonment. 

Colonel St. Marc did not controvert the 
charge of disobeddience of orders. He said 
it was a choice between military duty 
and his conscience. He was quite aware 
that he would be courtmartialed for dis- 
obedience, but he also realizeg that if he 
obeyed his military commanders he would 
have to answer before the throne of God. 
The colonel’s remarks were cheered by 
the women in court. The  courtmartial 
unanimously acquitted the colonel of the 
charge of disobeying military orders. 

By a vote of 6 to 1 found him guilty of 
refusing to obey a civil requisition and 
sentenced him to a day’s imprisonment 
and costs. 

The: verdict was greeteq with applause.

Charlotte, N. C., September 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The board of trustees of the Con- 
federate Memorial Association held a very 
important meeting in this city today. 
Those present were General Clement A. 
Evans, of Georgia; Robert White, of 
West Virginia; George D. Johnston, of 
Alabama; B. H. Teague, of South Caro- 
lina: Thomas $8. Kenan, of North Caro- 
lina; J. B. Briggs, of Kentucky; J. Taylor 
Ellyson, of Virginia, and J. M. Hickey, 
of Washington. 

The meeting of the board was for the 
purpose of outlining a defense that will 
be made against the suit of General John 
Cc, Underwood, superintendent and sec- 
retary: of the association, who has 
brought an action to recover the sum of 
$17,000 alleged by him to be que for com- 
missions and salary. In this claim he in- 
cludes commission on the $100,000 dona- 
tion of the late Charles Broadway Rouss 
toward the construction of the battle 
abbey, under the condition that a sim- 
ilar sum should be raised by the asso- 
ciation. 

In connection with the Rouss offer the 
board asserts that it was made before 
General Underwood became secretary and 
that the association is in no sense jin- 
debted to General Underwood far the 
subscription made by Mr. Kouss. The 
board has employed Colonel Robert 
White, of Wheeling, as general counsel 
for the association, and wil! contest the 
claim in order to protect the interest of 
the association. As the matter is a ques- 
tion of law the board declines to give 
out for publication what will be its line 
of defense. 

In an interview this evening J. Taylor 
Ellyson, a member of the board, said it 
would be doubtless gratifying to the 
friends of the association to know that 
not a dollar of the money given for the 
permanent’ fund has been used and that 
all the funds for the construction of the 
battle abbey and its endowment have

TO PURCHASE STATE BONDS. 


Funding Board Sets Aside $50,000 
from the General Fund. 
Nashville, Tenn., Septermber 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The state funding board has set 
aside $50,000 from the general fund to be 
used in purchasing state bonds under 
the sinking fund act. ‘The purchases with 
this money will increase the total of 
bonds purchased to $1,100,000 and, takihg in 
three; floating debt paid.off, ‘the sinking 
fund act, since it became operative, will 
have reduced the state debt by $2,000,000. 
There is stil about $400,000 in the state 
treasury and there will be ample funds 
coming in to meet ail expenses and pay 

the salary interest.

Senator in Charge of Headquarters at 

Greensboro, N. C. 
Raleigh, N. C., September 5.—(Special.)— 
It is now settled that republican state 
headquarters wil] again be at Greensboro, 
and that the state chairman, Senator, 
Pritchard, will go there and take 
charge. Republicans are saying that the 
senator will conduct a quite active cam- 
paign. Of course, he will aid the new 
independent movement all he can.

CONVICTS GRADING THE ROAD. 


Georgia Progressing. 
Raleigh, N. C., September 5.—(Special.)— 
The state has now 39 convicts in Mitchell 
county grading the South Carolina and 
Georgia railroad (lately bought by the 
Southern) from the Tennessee line toward 
Marion, where it will strike the South- 
ern’s line to Asheville.. The convicts 
were marched from Marion to a point 
48 miles distant and in 7 miles from the 
Tennessee line, and there the first camp 
was established. Good progress is being 
made in grading. ‘ihe heaviest part of the 
work, that crossing the Blue Ridge, is to 
be done. The state has forty convicts 
building a turnpike from Wilkesboro to 
Jefferson and fifty are cutting t!mbher 
for the Golfésboro Lumber Company's 
great saw mill at Dover. The others, 
with the exception of eighty in the pen- 
itentiary here, are on the state farm near 
Weldon. 


Is a Record Breaker.

The number of students at the Agricgi- 
tural and Mechanical college here today 
reached 475, which is a _ record-breaker.

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/THAT REMARKABLE METEOR. 


British Museum Asking About an 
Aerolite Th»; Fell in South. 
New Deoatur, Ala., September 5.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—A report . has. been circulated 
amongst the sgcieties of Historical Re- 
search in Europe that. about forty or fifty 
years ago a large meteorite or aerolite 
fell in Morgan county, Alabama, U. 8. A. 
The report says that this meteorite was 
incandescent when it fell and buried it- 
self.about three feet’ below the earth's 
surface. It was gomputed to we'gh 

avout 800 pounds. 

About seventeen years, ago an effort 
was made to find this-metebdrite, but noth- 
ing authentic could be learned. In all 
probability it is now covered: over by 
natura! drift. . 3 

Mrs. Roy Nelson, of Moulton Heights, 
near New Decatur, is an. enthusiastic 
collector of geological and historical cu- 
rios. 
from the British. Museum at London, Eng., 
making inquirles regarding this meteorite 
and asking that. full particulars be sent 
them for the purpose that they. be kept 
as a historical fact or exploding the story 
as a fake. 

It is a well known matter of history 
that in 1833 there was such an extremely 
heavy shower of meteorites that the ne- 
groes fled fn terror and hid themselves, 
believing the end of the world at hand. 
It is extremely probable that some of 
these meteorites did fall either at that 
time or at the time of the ‘‘shower of 
stars’’ a few years later. 

There are now being formed in Alabama 
societies for ‘Historical Research’’ in 
order that matters pertaining to the na- 
tural history of the state may be properly 
investigated and regularly compiled into 
the ‘historical archives of the state. 

If any of the inhabitants of this coun- 
try have any knowledge of the meteorite 
referred to above, Mrs. Roy Nelson, of 
this city, would be ghad to receive it for 
the ‘Historical Research Society.” 


NOT MUCH INTEREST TAKEN. 


Attendance, at Farmers’ Convention 
Is Very ‘Slim. 

Ralegh, N. C.,-Sept®mber 5.—(Special.)— 
There were not a dogen people at the first 
annual meeting »of the: Farmers’ State 
Association here Wednesday. In fact, 
there were by count only eight, it is said. 
Professor W. EF. Massey, who has had 
wide experience in holding farmers’ insti- 
tutes, says the farmers will not turn out 
voluntarily at these meetings, and that 
they wtll not do so until county organiza- 
tions are formed, which will send dele- 
gates to the state association. He says 
that only through the formatign of coun- 
ty organizations along this line. can the 
farmers’ institutes be made what they 
ought to be in point of attendance and in- 
terest. In a number of:cases, under the 
present way of holding these institutes, 
they are so poorly attended as to be well 
nigh valueless. Professor Massey makes 
the sensible suggestion that the county 
organizations or associations be not under 
control of the state one, as in the latter 
case there would always be the danger 
of drifting into politics, as the Farmers’ 
Alliance did. 


TO CONSOLIDATE SCHOOLS. 


Action of Carroll County Education 
Board. 

Carrollton, Ga., September 5.—(Spectal.) 
The Carroll board of education met here 
this week to consider applications to es- 
tablish new schools in various parts of 
the county. The board refused to estab- 
lish a single new school and announced a 
policy of consolidating many of the small 
schools of the county into the larger 
schools in the several communities. It is 
proposed that the number of Carroil 
county’s scnools hereatter be sixty in- 
Stead of one hundred, as now ‘I’ne au- 
tnorities have been aebating the matter 
and feei assured that the standards of 
the schools Of tne county can be raised 
to a great extent by consolidation, there- 
by afitording better racilities and faculties, 
inis agone, high schools in the country 
will be more numerous. : 


THE GREAT GOLDEN SPURS. 


Origin of the Most Interesting Coro- 
nation Features. 


Pall Mall Gazette: The king has ap- 
pointed the earl of Loudoun and Lord 
Grey de R&tthyn to be bearers of the 
great. golden spurs at the. golemnity of 
the coronatton. The office is hereditary. 
lt was held originally by the earls of 
Pembroke, from which it descended to 
the Greys-of Ruthyn. 

There have, however, been other bear. 
ers of the spurs. They were carried at 
the coronation of the last Kdward by 
the earl of Rutland, and by the earl of 
Kssex at the coronation of Henry VII. 
The right of Lord Grey de Ruthyn was 
contested in 1685, but the claims of the 
earl of Kent and of the duke of Norfolk 
were rejected, and ‘at the coronation of 
Queen Anne and of George II their claims 
were not renewed. Lord Calthorpe car- 
ried them in 1821, and Lord Byron in 1838, 
but both as deputies for Baroness Grev 
de Ruthyn. 

“Two great and weighty golden spurs," 
carried by John Marshall, are mentioned 
in the Account of the coronation of Rich- 
ard 1, printed from Hovenden, and this 
seems to be the earliest mention. In 1649 
the spurs appear in the inventory of the 
regalia taken.by order of..the parliament. 
They were of silver gilt, the buckles set 
with ‘“twel¥e slight stones,” and the 
straps were! of crimson silk. They 
weighed 6 3-4 ounces, and with silver at 
5 shillings 4 pence per ounce, were valued 
at £1 13 shillings 4 pence. The corona- 
tion spurs made b; William Foster for 
Henry VII, ‘‘all git,’’ cost only 13 shil- 
lings 4 pendceéy,

TWO MEN TO BE EXECUTED IN 
MISSISSIPPI NEXT WEEK. 


White Man Says Social Equality Is 
+ Wrong Even on the 
Gallows. 


Jackson, Miss., September 5.—(Special.) 
Acting Governor Harrison will not grant 
a further respite to Will Matthis and 
Orlando Lester, who are to be hanged at. 
Oxford next Wednesday unless it should 
develop that their testimony in the Whit 
OQwens murder trial cannot be concluded 
before that time. The triai will be com- 
menced Monday, and Owens in this in- 
stance is to answer the charge of mur- 
dering a negro named Williams. 

Matthis and Lester, according to re- 
ports received here, view their approach- 
ing death with calmness, although Mat- 
this still manifests much concern over 
the fact that he is to be hanged on the 
same gallows with a negro, demonstrat- 
ing that the question of social equality 
rules strong on the very brink of death. 
The sheriff has not yet decided which 
prisoner will be executed first, but it islike- 
ly they will be dropped through the trap 


at the same time. 


The execution will be public, and prom- 
ises to attract thousands of visitors from 
surrounding towns. 

Acting Governor Harrison is being de- 
luged with ‘hurry up” requests to grant 
pardons to prisoners now serving peni- 
tentiary terms, and it seems that some 
of the pardon attorneys are actuated 
with the belief that they can play the 
emergency story on the temporary chief 
executive, and thus secure the Yelease 
of their clients. Governor Harrison has 
forestalled the game, however, and an- 
nounces that he will not, under any cir- 
cumstances, grant a pardon during his 
brief ‘stay In te office, but will refer all 
such matters to Governor Longino upon 
his return a week hence. Over two 
hundred pardon petitions are now on file 
in the governor's office, and if al] were 
acted upon favorably the prison would 
soon be depopulated. 


MORGAN WOULD DRAW CROWD. 


A Suggestion That Sounds Like the 
“Greatest Show on Earth.” 
Springfield Republican: This ig distinc- 
tively the reign or the era of J. P. Mor- 
gan. He is the first personage and first 
power in the United States today, and 
So recognized abroad quite as much as 
at home; and the people down east who 
are crowding about to see and hear and 
applaud the president of the United 
States are following a secondary attrac- 
tion. Let Morgan start out on a talking 
journey and see if this would not be so. 
But Morgan is quiet, and this gives the 
president his chance. Nevertheless there 
Seems to be no popular question as to 
where the real chief executive power of 
the nation is to be found. The place is

We find proof of this abundantly in the 
news of the day. There goes up from the 
helpless people of the country a frantic 
appeal for the ending of the coal strike, 
So that we may not all freeze the coming 
winter, and it is now addressed in every 
case to Morgan.

eral Jaw. And all recognize the fact, and 
so the appeal lies to WaH street, corner 
Broad. Great is Morgan, and who is big 
enough to be his prophet? 

No one. Russell Sage, who used to be 
considered somebody, can only bow In 
humble adoration. Morgan, he says, :is 
the greatest man in the world; and when 
they reminded him of what President 
Beer, of the Reading road, said about 
the Christian men of monopoly who have 
us all in their holy keeping, he could 
only reply: ‘So President Baer thinks 
that God gave the mines to the operators. 
and that the miners are simply interested 
in receiving their wages each week, does 
he? Well, I wouldn’t be surprised if Mr. 
Baer woke up some morning and found 
that God had given Mr. Morgan the mines 
and everything else in sight.’’ That morn- 
ing appears already to be dawning. Where 
the sages fear to tread “Our Chauncey’”’ 
or course would not hesitate to rush in, 
and here we find the nearest approach to 
the assumption of prophecy in regard to 
Mr. Morgan.* Says Senator Depew on 
landing from a European steamer: 

“The people in Burope think of Mr 
Morgan as a supernatural being. Well. 
perhaps I ought to change that word su- 
pernatural, but they do look upon him 
as a marvelous person. Everywhere I 
went in England, the people were talking 
about Mr. Morgan and his plans, won- 
dering what they were and what he was 
going to do next. I think they are afraid 
of him in a way, and imagine that: he 
is going to do something awful.

NEW COUNTY TO BE FORMED IN 
ALABAMA. 


Question Was Issue in Election of 
Representatives in Henry Coun- 
ty—No Name Selected. 


Montgomery, Ala. September §.—(Spe-- 
cila.)—One of the most interesting out- 
comes of the recent democratic primary 
is that it means the formation of a new 
county with Dothan as the county seat. 
The new constitution makes a special ex- 
ception as to the requisite size of new 
counties in the case of a district with 
Dothan as the center, eso that a «new 
county can be formed there with less than 
600 square miles. A county of that size 
would be impossible, as it would reduce 
the size of old counties from which 
slices would be taken ‘below the limit, 
The new county was the issue in the 
nomination of representatives in Henry 
county, and the ticket for a new county 
won by a targe majority, Many voters 
in portions of the county that will remain 
in Henry favoring the proposition. Even 
Abbeville, the old coyn®@ seat, divided 
her vote.

TO IMPROVE PUBLIC ROADS. 


Ware County Commissioners Add $1 
Per $1,000 for This Purpose. 
Waycross, Ga., September 5.—(Special.) 
The Ware county commissioners at their 
meeting this week fixed the county taxes 
for the present year at $6.20 on each $1,- 
000. This amount added to the state tax 
of $5.30 will make the total tax rate 
$11.50 per $1,000. This is $1 per $1,000 high- 
er than it was last year. The extra dollar 
is the road tax to assist in supporting 
the county convict gang, which will be 
instituted here in a few days. The new 
road law requires that all persons in the 
county who are subject to road duty be 
taxed $2 each. About $6,000 will be raised 
by the county annually from the extra 
tax for the purpose of working the public 
roads. D. J. Blackburn, who was recent- 
ly elected road inspector, has just made 
his report to the commissioners, and 
states that there are 212 miles of public 
roads in the county. The commissioners 
intend to begin at once in:all the militia 
districts and have the public roads grad- 
ed and placed in proper shape. Where 
clay can be obtained easily the roads 
will be clayed. The good roads’ move- 
ment is creating much interest among 
the county commissioners and others and, 
with the $6,000 to be expended annually 
for road purposes, it is expected that 
much will be done toward their im- 

provement.

HITCH IN THE JOINT DEBATE. 


LOOKS LIKE ARRANGEMENT IN 
TENNESSEE IS OFF. 


Some Repuolicans Think Judge 
Campbell’s Chances Are Better 
with a Still Hunt.

While 
a number of these have balked at the 
president’s constitutional amendment 
programme, they with one voice in- 
dorse his contention that the tariff 
must not be touched. 

Despite all their efforts, however, 
the tariff revision sentiment will not 
down. The American people are in no 
mood to be fooled by sophistries. They 
realize the dangers involved in the 
monopolies enjoyed by the trusts, and 
they know that the republican tariff 
schedules are responsible for the ex- 
istence of these trusts. They see, 
moreover, as Mr. Whitely sees, that 
the only possible correction of the ex- 


isting evils lies in democratic tariff 
revision. 


Consolidate the Georgias. 

There are many effectual ways by 
which to sectionalize states and coun- 
tries. Topography, products and lack 
of easy intercourse perform such feats 
for sections of North Carolina, of 
Michigan, of Tennessee and Texas. 
Where there are such natural segre- 
gations they can only be overcome by 
the art and enterprise of human in- 
vention. 

But a great and practically homo- 
geneous state, where solidarity of sen- 
timents and interests should be nat- 
ural, as they are, ought not to be forci- 
bly sectionized by the very human 
agencies that have been created and 
fostered for the unifying purpose. 
Yet, as we have set out in editorials 
of the past two days, the Central of 
Georgia Railway Company, very inex- 
plicably to the people of the state at 
large, are maintaining schedules from 
the fountain source of its system’s 
traffic and prosperity that practically 
make Georgia as much two states as 
are North and South Dakotas geo- 
graphically, and doubtless more so 
than’ they are in railway Facilities of 
intercourse. 

Argued from any standpoint of ser- 
vice to the larger population, to the 
larger mail distribution and the eas- 
ier and freer intercourse between the 
people of south Georgia and the cap- 
ital and metropolis of the state, the 
failure to give an early morning sched- 
ule out of Atlanta connecting with the 
early trains in all directions from Ma- 
con is so causeless as to excite both 
wonder and indignation. 

If there are any commanding rea- 
sons why the mail and travel that 
pour into Atlanta as into a -vast 
transfer hopper every night should 
wait the slow schedule programme of 
the Central of Georgia’s present pol- 
icy, those reasons lie in that region of 
railway occultism that the blunt com- 
mon sense of the average business 
man cannot fathom. | 

The present plan often puts letters 
and passengers from twelve to twenty- 
four hours longer to perform their 
missions in the wide regions of south 
Georgia and southeast Alabama than 
if they could leave Atlanta in the early 
hours of the morning and get to South 
Atlantic and gulf ports, and all points 
between, before the afternoon is half 
spent. It requires the merest tyro in 
schedule-reading to see how easily 
that arrangement could be made and 
the vast field of public accommodation 
it would supply. 

It is clearly up to the gentlemen 
who maintain this anomalous condi- 
tion—this halving of the state in mat- 
ters of mail, other intelligence and 
business travel—to justify so palpa- 


’ bly evil an arrangement. 


The chamber of commerce having 
taken up the matter should not ,rest 
until it has pfobed the wrong to the 
bottom, fixed the responsibility and 
found a remedy that will be potential 
and permanent. 


, 


‘‘Prosperity” Analyzed. 

It has been an axiom of political 
economy since the days of Adam 
Smith, and the truism is too self-evie 
dent to need authoritative support, 
that dull times mean a falling market, 
and flush times a rising market. 

We have experienced both condi- 
tions in the recent and present era, 
and it is in order for the man whe 
was employed then and now to put 
two and two together. The statisti- 
cians are doing this all over the coun- 
try and their findings, without express- 
ed conclusions, are interesting. 

For example, the Massachusetts bu- 
reau of statistics has carefully inves- 
tigated the cost of living and finds an 
increase of 19.54 per cent in the cost 
of staple provisions since 1897, the be- 
ginning of the first McKinley admin- 
istration. The concrete figures cover 
the whole ground, but their reproduc- 
tion is unnecessary here. The cost 
of dry goods and other household ne- 
cessities was found to have increased 
in about the same ratio, while the ad- 
vance in rents ranges from 40.57 to 
66.24 per cent. 

A statistical investigation of wages 
in various states during the same pe- 
riod shows that the increase is not at 
all proportionate to the increased cost 
of living, and in very many occupa- 
tions and communities there has been 
no advance at all. Approximately 
speaking, the average wage-earner is 
about 20 per cent worse off than he 
was in 1896. 

Of course, the army of the unem- 
ployed is smaller now than then, and 
in the case of workers who were out 
then and in now, an improvement has 
resulted, not to lose sight of the bene- 
fit to all communities from enlarged

trade amd industry. But with.the av- 


‘erage man, who has kept a-drilling 


| through shadow and sunshine, ac- 
counts do not come as near balancing 
in this prosperity era as they did dur- 
ing the “panic of ‘93. " 
is equal to or greater than his income, 
for all his economy, good luck ‘and 
good management, he is not apt to get 
dizzy with the glamour of flush times. 
And this is just the condition nine out 
of ten American citizens find them- 
selves in today. 

Where is the trouble? With the 
trusts? Very largely, no doubt, but al- 


together with republican policies. The 
tariff is making the masses pay dear- 
ly for the other fellow’s prosperity, 
and governmental agencies are play- 
img into the hands of the few whose 
enrichment is effected by squeezing 
the many, without adequate compen- 
sating benefits. 

What the republic needs is a long, 
simon-pure democratic regime, un- 
tainted by mugwumpery and unawed 
by- sinister private influences. When 
we get that, the people will have their 
inning and there will be no odious sta- 
tistical comparisons in our prosper- 


ity. 


The Legal Sanctity of Jury Lists. 
" In the “Echoes from the People” 
will be found a cogent letter from 
a Clay county citizen protesting 
against the publicity given to the re- 
vised lists of grand and petit jurors as 
lawfully made up by the jury commis- 
sioners of the counties. 

Because of the new status of the 
negro and the fact that he had been 
declared competent as a juror in our 
courts, the constitutional convention 
of 1877 devised the present system by 
declaring that “the general assembly 
shall provide by law for the selection 
of the most experienced, intelligent 
and upright men to serve as grand ju- 
rors, and intelligent and upright men 
to serve as traverse jurors. Neverthe- 
less, the grand jurors shall be compe- 
tent to serve as traverse jurors.” The 
discrimination was made to keep the 
men of hotter blood, looser moral no- 
tions and least experience out of the 
grand jury rooms. 

The selection of the jurors from the 
books of the tax receiver was by law 
conferred on a board of six jury com- 
missioners, appointed by the judge of 
the superior court. In counties having 
incorporated towns of more than ten 
thousand persons the revision must be 
annually made in August; in all oth- 
ers it must be made every two years. 
The law provides that all matters dis- 
cussed by the commissioners in pass- 
ing upon the character qualifications 
of persons, admitting them to or re- 
jecting them from the jury lists, shall 
be secret, unless called for in a legal 
cause in court. 

Our. correspondent is. not correct, 
he will find on examination, in believ- 
ing that the publication of the revised 
jury lists of the county is unlawful. 
The wisdom and policy of doing that 
belongs with the judge of the superior 
court, and with him alone, and it is 
irregular simply for the jury commis- 
sioners, the county judge, county clerk 
or other person to so publish them 
without the judge’s sanction. 

The trouble our correspondent 
names, consisting in the opinions of 
some that the names of certain parties 
should have been left off the lists, and 
the indignation that other names have 
been included in the lists, is insepara- 


the constitutional convention show 
that the idea of that body was that 
no man in the county should know 
whether or not his name was on the 
jury list except as he might learn it 
by having his name drawn from the 
box for service. But it did not so pro- 
vide and the legislature did not so 
enact. The only way that end can 
now be attained, as the law stands, 
is by the judge of the superior court 
ordering the list sealed and its con- 
tents to be disclosed in any special 
case upon his order and in his dis- 
cretion. 

The system as Social admirably 
and adequately met the demands of 
those parlous times in politics and 
jurisprudence. It is possible that it 
could be amended with advantage in 
the direction indicated by our: corre- 
spondent. That is a question that 
will have to be submitted to the leg. 
islature.

Publicity of wT ury Lists. 
Fort Gaines, Ga., September 4, 1902. 

Editor Constitution: Since the board of 
jury commissicners of Clay reyised the jury 
list of the county in August, lists and parts 
of the lists of grand and petit jurors as re- 
vised by the board, have. been published to 
the world. This has been done not only in 
this county, but also in Early, as reports say. 
It has provoked warm comments and unfriend- 
ly criticisms against the commissioners on 
account of some whom they put on the lists 
and some whom they. left off. This leads up 
to the inquiry, was not the publication of the 
revised lists a wiolation of the spir@t and mean- 
ing of the law? The old statute provides that 
“the clerk of the superior court shall make 
out, in a beok, lists of the names respéctively 
contained in the grand jury box, alphabetically 
arranged, and place the book in his office, 
after the lists therein have been certified by 
the clerk and commissioners to contain, re- 
spectively, all the names placed in the jury 
boxes.’” Acts 1878-9, pp. 27, 34. After the 
passage of this act, another act was passed, 
requiring the commissioners, before entering 
upon the discharge of their duties, to take 
tefore the ordinary the following oath: ‘‘You 
shall faithfully and impartially discharge the 
duty of jury commissioners for the county 
of —— im accordance with the constitution 
of this state, to the best of your skill and 
knowledge; and the deliberations and counsel 
of the jury commissioners, while in the dis- 
charge of their dutiés, you shall forever keep 
secret and inviolate, uniess called upon to 
give evidence thereof in some court of jus- 
tice or other legal tribuna] of this statc.’’ 
The last named act also provides that ‘he 
Clerk of the superior court shall be the clerk 
of the board of commissioners and 
citering upon the performance of his duties as 
c:érk of said board he shall take an oath, be- 
fore th® ordinary, to faithfully discharge his 
duties, as required by law, and that he will 
mever divulge any of the proceedings and de- 
Hberations of the jury commissioners unless 
compelled to testify thereof in some court in 
this state.”” Acts 1882-3, pp. 100-01. Was 
not the last named act, subsequently passed as 
above stated, intended to remedy the evil 
of publishing the proceedings of the commis- 
rioners or other mischief arising under the 
fermer statute? Was it not intended as a 
rafeguard to insure that the commissioners 
be left free and untrammeled fin the discharge 
of their duties? Was not the book containing 
the lists of jurors required to be kept by the 
clerk in his office, intended solely fur the 
information and guidance of the commission- 
ers and the courts? The spirit and reason of 
the statutes; as well as the public good, ap- 
parently demand that these questions be an- 
swered in the affirmative. Such a construc- 
tion is favored by the juridical polly. of 
other states. The law of Alabama is explicit 
in requiring the secrecy of the proceedings 
of her jury commissioners, and guards their 
secrecy with jealous care. It provides that 
when the commissioners heave selected from 
the residents of the county persons compe- 
tent for jury duty, they shall prepare a list 
of the persons so selected, and ‘‘sha'l file a 
certified copy cf such list, in a seale@ en- 
velope, in the office of the judge of probate, 
Within. five days after making such selec- 
tion, and the judge and probate shall keep 
and not allow the seal of 
the envelope to be broken, or such list to be 
inspected by any one, save the jury commis- 
sicners, unless unJler an order of the judge of 
the circuit, city or criminal court of the 
county.’” Code of Alabama, volume 2, section 
4982. This article is evoked by what seems 
to be a reckless attack upon our present jury 
fystem, the source of which is older than 
magna charta, perhaps as old as the Crecian 
fleet and Roman eagle, and it is- written im 
the hope that some Hercules of the bar will 
risé up and protect it against all the assaults 
oO: parties and factions.

(FRUITS OF THE SOUTH : 


WANTED IN GERMANA’ 


Washington, September 5.—(Special.)— 
Mr. Frank H. Mason, United States con- 
Sul general at Berlin, has sent to the 
state depaftment a report on German 
consumption of fresh and _ preserved 
fruits.. This report, which is of special 
interest to the fruit growets of the 
southern states as suggesting new. mar- 
kets for the products of their orchards, 
was made public today. After telling of 
the great and rapid increase in the con- 
sumption of all kinds of fresh and pre- 
served fruits in Germany Mr. 2ason 
says: , 

“Among the new institutions of Berlin 
are several so-called ‘reform cafes,’ in 
which fresh and canned fruits, jeilies, 
etc., are served ‘in tne American way, 
as a tempting substitute for the drinks 
and forms of food ordinarily provided at 
such establishments. Until within recent 
years fresh fruits, when eaten at most 
German tables,.were served as dessert— 
rarely or never at breakfast, the first 
meal of the day. Now many leading phy- 
sicians prescribe fruits at breakfast, and 
the spread of this so-called American 
practice is one of the main reasons for the 
general and largely increased importa- 
tion and consumption which have become 
so noticealle. 

“Along with this has come a vastly 
increased use Of canned, dried and other- 
wise preserved fruits, of which the im- 
ported supply comes in.steadily increas- 
ing volume from the United States. 
Within the past year these goods have 
been put on sale in Immense quantities 
by the two leading department stores of 
Berlin, which, by means of special direct 
importations, have been able to offer 
canned peaches, apricots, pears and 
cherries, and dried prunes, evaporated 
apples, etc., from the Pacific and other 
American states at prices so far below 
those charged for the same fruits by re- 
tall grocers as to open these imported 
luxuries to a large class of working peo- 
ple with small incomes to whom they 
were previously a forbidden—because a 
too costly—luxury. 

“There. is,.hardly any reasonable Hmit 


to which the dried and preserved fruit 


export trade to Germany may not be in 
time developed, provided the business is 
conducted skillfwily, with intelligent en- 
terprise and: in good faith. The one ex- 
clusively American preserved fruit store 
in Berlin has trebled its business during 
the past year and is now contemplating 
removal to larger and more costly quar- 
ters in the principal retail thoroughfare, 
Grocers and provision dealers in all quar- 
ters of the city display boxes of Call- 
fornia dried pears, apricots, prunes, 
apples and peaches in their Show windows 
as their most attrctive advertisement. 
Most of these goods are fairly well 
graded and satisfactory, but there is 
more or less complaint about evaporated 
apples, which in many cases. are not suf- 
ficiently dried, and, being left.too moist, 
become mouldy and depreciate rapidly in 
the humid climate of “Germany. The 
evaporated apple industry should by this 
time have reached a stage where account 
may be taken of the market for which the 
product. is intended and special treatment 
provided as climate and circumstances 
may require. So, too, in packing, the in- 
ner contents of a box of dried pears or 
apricots should be reasonably within the 
same grade of quality as the selected 
pieces which are so temptingly ranged 
along the top and bottom, otherwise the 
German retailer will feel that he has 
been cheated by a trick in which the best 
of a purchased commodity has been put 
on the outside. 

“‘And if so trite and threadbare a warn- 
ing may be once more repeated, whatever 
fresh apples are exported to Germany 
this fall should be specially, selected and 
packed for the ‘purpose, as’ they are in 
France, Italy and the Tyrol. It is not 
necessary that American apples, the 
superior tenderness and’ flavor of which 
are. now well-known in ‘this. country, 
should be sold here as cheaply as they 
have been offered im former years, but it 
is necessary. that they should be picked, 
‘wrapped and packed in ventilated barrels 
far more carefully thn. hitherto. Fine 
apples are a luxury for which European 
consumers haye been long accustomed to 
pay what seem to us high prices. The 


stan d in. .all respects except the 
methods by Which *it is put. up. and 
handled, and these have been in many 


have occurred. on some~« shipments. of 
apples, which have made importers some- 
what afraid of them. On arrival in this 
country they have to compete in the mar- 
kets and fruit stores with French, 
which have 
been carefully picked by hand, wiped with 
dry cloths, each apple wrapped in soft, 
porous paper and snugly laid layerwise 
in casks lined with paper and having 
openings eut in their ends and heads to 
secure adequate ventilation. Such _ pack- 
ing will increase the ordinary cost of the 
fruit, but need be no obstacle. The ques- 
tion is not so much o of rice as 
quality and condition, and European 
methods of packing are necessary in or- 
der to give the American apple a fair 
chance in the German markets.’

INJUNCTION. AGAINST CITY. 


Savannah Property Owners on the 
City Council’s Action. 
Savannah, Ga., September 5.—(Special.) 
J. Ferris Cann, attorney for owners of 
property abutting on Emmet park, on 
Bay street, applicd to Judge Pope Bar- 
row, of the superior court, today, asking 
hfm to rule the mayor and aldermen of 
the city in contempt because they adopt- 
ed a resolution last Wednesday night at 
their regular meeting declaring Emmet 
park a park and legally recognizing ’it as 
such. This Judge Barrow declined to do, 
saying that he did not consider that the 
mayor and aldermen were in contempt

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ARE GOING ABROAD } 


Washington, Sentianibia §.—(Special.)— 
The increasing activity of ‘the ‘manufac- 
turers of the United States is illustrated 
on both the export and import side of- the 
latest figures of the trefsury bureau ot 
Statistics. During the seven months end- 
ing. with July, 1902, the exportation of 
manufactures was nearly $10,000, 009 
greater than in the corresponding months 
of the preceding year, and the importa- 
tion of manufacturers’ materials was §30,- 
000,000 greater than in the corresponding 
months of the preceding year. The ex- 
portation of manufactures during the 
seven months of the present year has 
averaged $35,108,000 per month, or at the 
rate of $421,000, 000 per annum, while the 
importation of manufacturers’ materiais 
has averaged $36,000,000 per month, or at 
the rate of $432,000,000 per annum. Nearly 
all of the principal manufactured articles 
exported, except iron and steel, show an 
increase in quantity and in most cases in 
value, though in a few important articles 
the reduction in price per unit of quantity 
has brought the value below last year’s: 
figures, while the quantity shows an in- 
crease, This is true of mineral oils, far 
example, the exports of which during the 
seven months show an increase of over 
4,000,000 gallons, while the figures of value 
show a decrease of about $1,000,000, 

Among the articles which show a mark- 
ed increase in exports are cotton goods, 
the exports of which amount to nearly 
$21,000,000 in the seven months ending with 
July, 1902, against a little less than $15,000;- 
000 in the corresponding morths of 1901. 
This increase \is almost exclusively in cot- 
ton cloths, of which the exportations m 
the seven months ending with July, 190, 
were $17,008,452, against $11,124,018 in the 
corresponding months of 1901, the num- 
ber of yards exporteg being 324,865,962 in 
the seven months of the present year, 
against 207,377,567 in the corresponditg 
months of last year. Copper, in which 
there was a marked decrease in the ex- 
portations of last year owing to high 
prices, now shows a marked increase, the 
figures being $29,614,210 for the seven 
months ending -with July, 1902, against 
$20,731,422 for the same months of.1901. The 
chief decrease in exports occurs in iron — 
and steel, the total exports during the 
seven months of this year being $57,263,304, 
against $61,160,730 in the corresponding 
inonths of last year. 

On the import side nearly all the prin- 
cipa' classes of. manufacturers’ materials 
show an increase. Chemicals increased in 
imports from $32,591,372 in seven months 
Of 1901 to $33,831,577 in the same months 
of 1902; imports of raw cotton increased 
from 32,976,486 pounds in seven months of 
1901 to 61,488,963 pounds in seven months of 
1902, the quantity having. thus. nearly 
doubled. Of fibers the importations in the 
seven months ending with July, 1901, 
amounted to $15,330,786, and in the cor- 
responding months of 1902 $22,457,293. Of 
hides and skins the figures of imports for 
the seven months of 1901 were $32,141,436, 
and for the eorresponding months of 190 
$33,795,083. India rubber shows a slight de- 
crease in importations, the total having 
fallen from. 34,899,446 pounds in sev2n 
months of 1901. to 30,308,134 pounds in the 
Same months of 1902, though the figures 
of 1902 are considerably in excess af those 
for the corresponding months of. 1900. Silk 
shows a marked increase, the total value 
of unmanufactureq silk imported having 
increased: from $15,782,083 in geven dyonths 
of 1901 to $22,186,841 in the corresponding 
months of 1902. Tin shows an. increase 
in imports of from 44,398,650 pounds in 
seyen months of 1961 td’ 50,919,903 pourrds 
inthe corresponding montis’ of 1902. Im- 
portations of lumber -and unmanufactuted 
wood have. increased. from $8,693,270 .in 
seven months of 1901 to $10,819,113 in the 
corresponding months of 1902, and raw 
wool shows ‘an’ fncrease in tmportations 
of frort $8,199,626 in seven months of 1901 
to $12,006,855 in’ the corresponding months 
of.

reservoir, and also new filters. The board 
considers these additions to the system 
urtgemt and évery possible effort will be 
used to secure the bond issue. 

A committee, consisting of President 
George Hillyer, of the board; Mayor 
Livingston Mims and Superintendeut 
Park Woodward, was appointed to pre- 
sent the matter to council and explain 
the necessity for the improvement.’ The 
committee will appear before councli] at its 
next meeting. 

Shoul@ council act favorably on the 
proposition then the matter will have to 
oe submitted to a vote of the people. 

Improvements Are Necessary. 

The improvement contemplated has 
been agitated for:some time and the mat- 
ter of a new reservoir was brought up in 
the board about five years ago. The mat- 
ter assumed definite shape yesterday 
afternoon on the presetitation of a report 


from Superintendent Woodward, in which 


he outlined in detail the needs of the 
water works department. The report 
showed the proposed improvements to be 
absolutely necessary and explained the 
benefits to be derived. 

According to the report the present in- 
crease in population and consumption of 
water will render the present system in- 
adéquate within the next two years. It 
was shown that seVeral months will be 
required to make the destred improve- 
ment and that it is essentia} for immedi- 
ate action to be taken. The total expense 
is estimated at $400,000, cf which amount 
sbout $100,000 is to be expended on the 
reservoir. é, 

Mayor Mims, Commissioner Wilkes, 
President Hillyer and Councilman Bar: 
rett made speeches strongly advocating 
the bond issue. Al) of the commissioners 
favored the proposition and the action 
passing the matter to council was unant- 
mous.

His Views of the Character of Some 
of the Leading Filipinos. 

New York Evening Post: It must cer- 
tainly be a severe shock to our imperital- 
ist friends to hear from Governor :-Taft’'s

The Use of a King. 

New York Times: The London 
Saturday Review has a passion for 
finding unanswerable reasons for the 
existence and continuance of things Eng- 
lish which to outsiders appear more or 
less anomalies, anachronisms, and sur- 
vivals at once amusing and puzzling. It 
is not content_to accept, as the great body 
of mankind is cempelled to, the force of 
habit as an explanation of things in 
themselves contradictory to sense and ex- 
perience. It would like to prove that all 
the old customs of England are vital 
enough to justify their creation if they 
were not already in existence. 

It has now drscovered that nothing 
but the monarchic tradition would hold 
the scattered elements of the British em- 
pire together. ‘‘The American Republic,”’ 
it says, “might conceivably. found an em- 
pire on force, as the first French republic 
did; and they may, as they do, govern na- 
tions established in confined territories. 
But what are the possibilities of an em- 
oy in the circumstances of England and 

er colonies, each claiming the right of 
entering into any union on a bdsis of in- 
dependence and equality, unless the 
crown, whose traditions are the common 
inheritance of all men of English blood. 
takes its historic position among them? 
* « * Without it the ‘vision splendid’ of 
British empire would lose its glory as 
suddenly and completely as the interest of 
the coronation preparations has vanished 
with the unhappy illness of the king. In 
both casés the absence of the one fact 
of essenttal significance deprives every- 
thing of its rational ground of existence." 

This is eloquent, and it has some 
foundation, but not much. What has 
held the British empire together, and 
wil] long do so, is the essential fact that 
the interests, the rights, the opportuni- 
ties, as well as the honor and the sé- 


curity of its parts; are infinitely better 


preserved by unity than they could be 
by division. Internal libérty in every 
mémber of the empire is consistent with 
common British allegiance. There is 
some rivalry, but no antagonism between 
them. They have nothing to gain and 
everything to lose by separation. Their 
system of administration 1s such that it 
is not hard to regulate common affairs 
without interfering in apoctel interests, 
and is likely to ‘serve that purpose in- 
definitely. In this administration the 
king has his part. and it is not an unim- 
portant one. But it is. very subordinate, 
as would quickly be shown were he to 
try to extend it materially. Loyalty to 
the king counts for something. Loyalty 
to the ideals, the traditions, the” hopes,

Alderman 
Woodward and Alderman LaHatte and 
Councilmen Harwell, Warren, Beck and 


Glass absent. 

The committee took up the work of re- 
vision on chapter 16, which relates to 
franchises. T. B. Felder, of the firm of 
Felder & Rountree, appeareg before the 
committee in the interést of the Postal 
Telegraph and Cable Company and argued 
at some length in favor of the committee 
recommending a substitute to chapter 16 
by means of which all télephones and 
telegraph companies engaged in interstate 
commerce should be excepted from the 
operation of this chapter. 

Mr. Felder claimed that according to 
the chapter as it now stands, should it go 
into effect, it would ywork a great in- 
justice to the company which he repre- 
sents, and to any other company of like 
character doing an interstate businéss. 
Mr. Feldemclaimed that according to this 
provision of the charter the city can, un- 
der certain conditions, take possession of 
the franchise of the company and of the 
wires and other appurtenances of the 
company within the corporate limits of 
the city. 

It was further claimed by Mr. Felder 
that the provision of the charter as it 
now stands is unconstitutiona}] according 
to a number of decisions of the supreme 
court of the United States. Mr. Felder 
saiq that he was very desirous that the 
charter should not contain any provision 
that would work a hardship upon his 
company, as it had recently made Atlanta 
its southern headquarters, and that be- 
sides the large amount of money which 
had been already brought here by the 
company, the company was further con- 
sidering the advisability of building here 
a large office building. He made the 
point that if any action which could be 
construed as hostile to the intertest of 
the company was taken it would drive 
away a large amount of money which 
otherwise would be invested here. 

He said that such a provision as would 
Rive Atlanta control and possession of the 
property of the company would be copied 
by other towns of the state and that in a 
short time the company would be de- 
possessed of al] its property except that 
which was not in the corporate limits of 
any town. | itt>¢ ” % 

Mr. Felder said that.he was in favor 
of the control and ownership of public 
utility corporations that dld a business 
wholly within the city and were purely 
of a local nature. 

Will Come Up Again Monday. 

No definite action was taken By the 
ccmmittee on Mr. Felder’s substitute, 
but it will come up for further discus- 
sion at the meeting of the committee 
next Monday afternoon, When it is hoped 
that all the members of the committee 
will be. present. 

Chapters 17 and 18, on finance and the 
sinking fund, respectively, were stricken 
out by the committee. 

Considerable discussion was indulged 
in by the members of the committee on 
chapter 19, which relates to the freasury 
surplus, city bonds and the city market. 
The discussion was mainly on the sub- 
ject of the city having and maintaining 
a market. Councilman Hill was heartily 
i: favor of Atlanta having a city market, 
as he believed that the sanitary condi- 
tion of the city demanded it. 

Mr. Hill said that since the agitation 
ef the question of a city market had 
begun he had had a number of letters 
written him by: citizens indorsing the 
movement and favoring the city having 
such a market. 

Councilman Wjnn was in favor of the 
city owning a market provided it was 
not run by the city, but that the stalls 
were rented by the city to the different 
merchants. He was opposed to the city 
dcing any business that could be done 
by the citizens. 

Councilman Fincher was opposed to 


that coul’a be run by the citizens. As 
to the question of a city market, he 
knew of a great many in other cities 
that were not conducted as they should 
be, and that unless Atlanta could have 
one conducted properly he was opposed 
tu the idea igs 

The committee condemned chapter 19 
with the exception of the part which 
referred to the city, market. 

Chapter 20 of the charter, which re- 
lates to the power to tax, was next dis- 
cussed by the committee, and it was 
decided to recommends the striking of all 
the chapter except that which relates 
to the placing of an ad valorem tax on 
merchandise. 

Parts of the remaining chapters from 
9> to 29 were stricken and parts were 
approved. The committee will meet on 
next Monday afternoon and formulate 
its report for the next meeting of the 


council. 


WHAT WINE SHOULD 


English Consul Says It Should Be 
Cheap as Beer or Cider. 
London Standard: Mr. Consul Hearn’'s 
report on the; trade and commerce of 
Bordeaux and district for the year 1901 
has just been issued in the foreign office 
annual series, and will be found of 
much interest to wine merchants and 
claret drinkers. Mr. Hearn discusses the 
question of obtaining In England a gen- 
uine claret at a reasonable price. By 
the aid of a respectable wine merchant, 
he says, “it is generally possible to get 
this for home consumption, but in hotels. 
restaurants, ang other public places, even 
where it is possible to get a genuine 
claret, it is not possible to pay a reason- 
able price for it. I believe that a goo, 
sound, ordinary claret should be as ac- 
cessible to everybody as-beer; cider, or 
whisky. Leaving the question of duties 
and excise on one side, the initial cost 
of production cannot differ very much, al- 
though, of course, wine has to be kept 
considerably longer than beer before it is 
fit for consumption, but then whisky 
ought to be kept still longer. I find a réc- 
ord of expenditure and receipts per acre 
on a vineyard producing a fair ‘bour- 

is’ wine. The general expenses, which 
nclude cost of purchase, opening up and 
planting of land, buildings, etc. (calen- 
jateq at thirty years’ purchase), work out 
at £2 8s per acre per annum, the working 
expenses at £8 18s 6d per annum, making 
a total annual expenditure of £11 6s id 
per acre. An acre of this vineyard gave 
in 1899 480 gallons of wine, which were 
sold in barrels on the spot for £28 3s 4d, 
thus leaving a clear profit per acre-of £16

FOUND UNCONSCIOUS: 
AT . BOARDING HOUSE 


She Came to Atlanta from Maysville 
About a Week Ago—It Is Not 
Known Whether She Com- 
mitted Suicide or 
Not. 


From a dose of morphine taken by her 
own hand and probably with suicidal in- 
tent Mrs. Sydney Smith, a widow, 30 


|years of age, who came to Atlanta from 


Maysville, this state, &@ week ago, died 
yesterday afternoon at the Grady hos- 
pital. , 
Mrs. Smith was found at her boarding 
house, 15 Houston street, in an uncon- 
scious and dying condition yesterday 
morning. Dr. Bizzell was Summoned and 
upon his advice she was taken to the 


Grady hospital. 

Why she took the morphine, whether 
through mistake as to quantity to pro- 
duce sleep, or for the purpose of ending 
her life, is a secret which will be buried 
with her in her grave. 

She was a pretty young woman, ip ex- 
cellent health and apparently in good 
spirits. She came to Atlanta about a 
week ago, saying she was on a trip to 
buy millinery for a store at Maysville. 
In a letter to her mother, however, which 
was found in her room yesterday, she 
said something about having secured em- 
ployment in Atlanta.’ She was boarding 
at the Sherman, 15 Houston street, but 
the people there knew very little about 
her affairs. They say that she left the 
house Thursday night with a young man, 
saying she intended to go to Ponce de 
Leon springs. She returned shortly after 
11 o’clock and went to her room. She was 
heard later moving about in her apart- 
ment. 

Was Found Unconscious. 

Yesterday morning the maki went to 
Mrs. Smith’s room to awaken her, but 
found her sleeping mi ae that she 
did not disturb her. ater she went to 
the room again and discovered that Mrs. 
Smith was unconscious. 

Dr. Bizzell,.who was hastily summoned, 
saw that only heroic’ treatment would 
save the woman’s life, and he had her 
conveyed in the ambulance to the hos- 
pital. At 2 o'clock death came, after the 
hospital physicians had worked on her 
unceasingly for several] hours. 

In Mrs. Smith’s room there was found 
a letter addressed to her mother. It.was 
read by the coroner, but it contained not 
the slightest intimation of any suicidal 
intention. ‘The contents treated of pri- 
vate home matters, with the statement 
that the writer had secured a position 
in Atlanta and would remain here until 
September 15, when shé might go to an- 
other city.

She is said to have married when quite 
young and had been & ~widow several 
She leaves one child, aged 9, who 
is with the grandmother at Weston, this 
state.

ITS FREE WATER 


Waler Board Cuts Oif Supply 
of Jail and. Courthouse, 


A 


Expects To Get About $5,000 a Year 
‘in the City Treasury—Board 
Will Probably Also Take 
Free Water from Other 
Institutions. 


The free water supply to Fulton coun- 
ty, as affects the court house and the 
Tower, was yesterday afternoon cut off 
by the board of water commissioners. 

Beginning with October 1 the county 
will have to pay the city full rates for 
the water used in those two buildings. 
The value of that amount of water was 
estimated by the board to be more than 
$5,000 per year. The action of the board, 
therefore, means a big water bill for the 
county and an increase in the city treas- 
ury. 

The action was taken on a resolution 
offéred by Alderman Welch) Mr. Weich 
made a talk, explaining the resolution, 
stating that he did not, believe the county 
was entitleg to free water. He said he did 
not incorporate in the resolution thé 
county stockade and one or two other 
institutions, as he understood they re- 
ceived free water under some kind of a 
contract. 

The question of making the county pay 
for its water supply was agitated some 
time ago, but no definite action was 
taken. 

May Cut.Off Other Free Water. 

Action was also taken that will prob- 
ably result in the cutting off of the free 
water supply to a number of other in- 
stitutions in the city. Alderman Welcn 
introduced another resolution, providing 
that free water should not be furnished 
any individual, firm or corporation or in- 
stitution of any character, except those 
receiving appropriations -from the city 
council. At the request of Mr. Welch a 
vote will not be taken on the resolution 
until the next meeting of the board. The 
only exception made in the resolution is 
Piedmont park. 

Should the resolution be adopted it will 
mean a discontinuance of free water ser- 
vice to a number of institutions. Among 
them are the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, the Atlanta Athletic Club and 
St. Joseph infirmary. Private fire sprink- 
lers and the sprinkling of Peachtree road 
are also included. “

CHANGE REFUSED 


ROR A $0 BILL 
Mills Had To Get Off Car and He Kow 
e Sues for $1,000. 

HE SAYS HE WAS HUMILIATED 


Case Will Test Question as to How 
‘Much Change Street Car Con- 
ductor Can Be Required- 

To Furnish—Other News 
of the Courts.

Claiming that a conduttor on a Mari- 
etta street troNey car would not change 
a $10 bill, and that he was put off. the 
car because he had, no;smaller change 
with which to pay his fare, J. L. Mills 
has filed suit against the Géorgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company to recover 
alleged. damages to the. amount of $1,000. 

The unique character of the suit, which 
was filed yesterday morning, is attract- 
ing considerable attention among lawyers 
and court officials.. It is said that a suit 
of just this nature has not before been 
filed in Atlanta, and as a consequence the 
outcome will be watched with unusual in- 
terest. . 

The interesting point’ will be brought 
out in the case as to whether or not the 
street car company can be made ‘o 
change bills of any denomination when 
offered by passengers to pay their fare. 

Mills alleges that on August .29 of this 
year he boarded a Marietta street car 
some distance out with the intention cf 
riding in to the corner of Marietta and 
Hunnicutt streets. That when the con- 
ductor came to him to collect his fare he 
offered him a $10 bill, which was the 
smallest change he had on his person. 
Mills further alleges that the conductor 
refuséd to take the money, saying that 
he could not give change to.that amount, 
and that the conductor put him Off the 
car in front of Miller & Brady’s stables. 

Mills claims in the petition that he 
offered to get the change when he reach- 
ed his destination and pay the conductor 
at that time, ang that as he was on ais 
way to a physician, he asked the conduc- 
tor not to delay him. The conductor 
would not listen to him, but forcibly ex- 
pelled him from the car. 

Mills alleges that besides being delayed 
in visiting his physician and thereby suf- 
fering considerably, he was humiliated, 
mortified and disgraced. He asserts in 
the petition that he is a railroad man 
who has many friends and acquaintances 
in Atlanta who heard of his expulsion 
from the car, and whose estimation of 
him was lowered in consequence, and 
that he was brought into contempt and 
ridicule. He claims that his feelings and 
pride as a man and gentleman have been 
injured and he asks the court to see that 
the street railway company recompense 
him to the amount of $1,000. 

The suit was fileqd by his attorney, Bur- 
ton Smith, and will come up for trial at 
the next term of the city court. The case 
will be watched with unusual interest.

New York, September 5.—At the opening 
today the stock market reflected little of yes- 
terday’s reactionary tendency; though the un- 
certone was somewhat heavy in view of the 
unstable money market and lower prices in 
London. ‘St, Paul came into early promi- 
nence, and with Missouri Pacific divided the 
day’s honors, renewing rumors of a closer 
working agreement between those two lines.

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CHICAGU MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, September 5.—Grain speculators 
became excited today over the possibility of 
frosts in the unripe grains tomorrow in spite 
of the fact that the weather map indications 
were very  favorabdle.

GUARDSMEN SHOOT 


Second Regiment, District of (Colam- 
bia, Is Victaylous. 


VERY SPECTACULAR EVENT 


Large Number of Persons Witnessed 
the Work of the Skirmishers at 
Sea Girt—Leuschner, of New 
York, Wins Leech 
Cup Match. 


Rifle Range, Sea Girt, N. J., September 
5.—The last day but one of the big in- 
terstate shooting tournament was de- 
voted to firing in thé skirmish team 
match and the Leech cup match. 

The former was won by the Second 
regiment, District of Columbia, team 
with a total cf 280 out of a possible 
300. 

William F. Leuschner, of New York, 
proved the victor in the Leech cup 
match, his total being 59 out of a possi- 
ble 75. Prior to today this match had 
not been shot since 1882, 

The skirmish team match was 
most spectacular event of the meet and 
was watched with interest by a large 
number of spectators. Fach team cap- 
tain directed the firing of hig team, un- 


y der the supervision of a range officer. 


The. targets used were silhouette, ar- 
ranged by placing a kneeling figure on 
the right flank of the line of figures, 
followed by a standing and then a'‘lying 
figure, repeating this arrangAment until 
there were as many groups @s there 
were competitors on the team. The fig- 
ures were at equal intervals, that be- 
tween the centers of any two consecu- 
tive standing figures being 3 yards; ad- 
jacent figures, 1 yard between centers. 


Each competitor fired fifteen shots, 600} 


to 200 yards and back, there being seven 
halts. The advance of each team was at 
quick time until a distance of about 
50 yards from the targets was reached, 
when a halt was ordered and one volley 
fired: for this volley the competitors 
took the kneeling position. For the fir- 
ing the rifles were loaded from the belt 
and not until the halt had been ordered. 
The. advance was then resumed, first at 
quick and then at double time, until a 
distance of about 400 yards from the 
targets had been reached, when a halt 
was ordered and two volleys fired, as 
before, the competitors for this volley 
taking the prone positions. In:a similar 
manner the advance was continued, 
three volleys being fired at about 300 
yards and three volleys at about 200 
yards, the prone position. 

The retreat was then ordered and con- 
ducted in the same order as the ad- 
vanee. After the last volley each team 
ecntinued on to the 600 yards firing point 
and. assembled. The targets were next 
examihed and the hits recorded. The 
aggregate value of all the hits in ail 
the figures was the score for the team.

Southwestern Section of 
State. 


TRAIN VIA MONTGOMERY TO 
BEAT PRESENT SCHEDULE 


Brunswick and Birmingham Buying 
Equipment — Passenger Men 
Here Yesterday—Other News 
Concerning Railways and 
Railway Men. 


7 


One result of the inauguration of the 
new fast mail train between New York 
and New Orleans that will mean much 
to Atlanta will be the quickened service 
between Atlanta and Bainbridge, Thom- 
asville and other southwestern Georgia 
points via Montgomery. 

It will then be possible for Atiantans 
to reach these points within twelve 
hours and with only one change of cars, 
at Montgomery, while at the present 
time the trip requires fifteen hours and 
involves changes of cars at Macon, 
Smithville and Albany for Thomasville, 
and changes. at Macon, Smithville, Al- 
bany and Thomasville for Bainbridge. 

This improvement in service will mean 
much to Atlanta merchants and will 
doubtless enable them to regain much 
of the trade that has been diverted to 
Montgomery and New Orleans on .ac- 
count of the inconvenient schedules 
maintained between Atlanta and south- 
west Georgia points by the Central of 
Georgia. 

It will in all probability result in much 
better service over the Central, as that 
road will have to do something to main- 
tain this traffic. After the inaugura- 
tion of this train, passengers for points 
in the extreme southwestern section of 
the state will not be long in learning 
the difference between, a ride on a limited 
train to Montgomery and a daylight 
change to another limited, and the pres- 
ent service involving midyight changes at 
Macon and Smithville, together with the 
three hours’ wait at Macon at the - 
usually interesting period between 12 
o'clock and 3 in the’ morning. 

A prominent railroad man, in speaking 
yesterday of the fight being made by 
the chamber of commerce for better serv- 
ice to southwest Georgia, said: 

‘“T am glad-that the chamber of com- 
merce has taken this matter up, and I 
certainly hope that they will succeed 
in their efforts. Only a man who has te 
visit’ these points frequently can appre- 
ciate the difficulties that beset travel to 
southwest Georgia. 

“Tf a man wishes to visit a point be- 
low Columbus and west of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida, he has to take 
his choice between an all-day ride on 
trains that below Macon stop at every 
flag station and a night ride without 
the accommodation of through sleepers 
and the necessity of frequent changes at 
very uncanny hours. 

“If the chamber of commerce succeeds 
In winning its fight it will receive the 
thanks of every man who has to travel 
to southwest Georgia from Atlanta. In 
that section of the state there are many 
growing cities whose people recognize 
their natural relation to Atlanta and de- 
sire convenient schedules to this city. 
They will join Atlanta in the effort to 
get them.”’
